Rocx Island Arsenal Wages Exceed 
Forty Thou sand Dollars 
The Rock Island arsenal pay roll s 
_________ 
steadily increasing. 
The amou nt cf cou rse of the afternoon 
wages for the month of September was ‘ 
several 
$10,218 .73, being larged by 
iu ou sand dollars more than that for 
the preceding month. Of this amou nt 
66,000 was distribu ted at the time of 
the mid month pay roll and the re­ 
mainder was paid Friday. There are 
2,411 men employed at the arsenal, 
residing in the three cities and spend­ 
ing their money in the commu nity. 
The plan of mid-month payments 
inau gu rated last month Is proving sat­ 
isfactory to the work men at the ar­ 
senal and the merchants and otheis 
doing a credit bu siness with the ar­ 
senal employes. It entails a greater 
amou nt of work for the oflBce force at 
the arsenal, bu t the resu lts are prov­ 
ing satisfactory there, too. 
The increased nu mber of men em­ 
ployed at the arsenal places the insti­ 
tu tion in a class by itself in the com. 
mu nity, the nu mber of men employed 
and the amou nt of work done being 
greater than in ang other manu factu r­ 
ing plant in the vicinity.

Judge P arker, in his letter of accept­ 
ance, said th e common law affords a 
complete legal remedy against monopo­ 
lies, 
P resident Itoosevelt, in his letter 
of acceptance, denied Mr. P ark er’s as­ 
sertion by say ing th a t there is no com­ 
mon law of the United States. 
Now 
comes form er A ttorney G eneral P hilan­ 
der C. Knox , probably the m ost em inent 
authority in the country on tin* trust 
q uestion, who upholds the position taken 
by the P resident and shows th at Judge 
Parker is as ignorant of the law as he 
is of the tariff and other national q ues­ 
tions. 
Mr. K n o x 's Sp eech. 
In a speech at Philadelphia, on the 
night of Oct. 1, Mr. K nox said: 
“ In Judge Parker*« speech to the noti­ 
fication com m ittee when speaking <>f the 
trusts, he said: ‘T he common law as de­ 
veloped affords a complete legal remedy 
• gainst monopolies.’ 
“ In President Roosevelt’s letter of ac­ 
ceptance. the President said: ‘There is 
no common law of the U nited S tates.’ 
“Judge P ark er’s letter of acceptance, 
citing a case, rejoined th at 'H ie Suprem e 
C ourt decided th a t eommon-law princi­ 
ples could be applied by United State's 
courts in cases involving interstate com­ 
merce in the absence of U nited S tates 
statutes specifically covering the case. 
Such is the law of the land.’ 
“Of these three propositions the last 
tw o are sound. 
T he first is not. 
Judge 
P ark er’s statem ent th at the common law 
furnishes 
a 
complete 
legal 
remedy 
against monopolies m ust, like all other 
general statem ents, be considered in con 
neetion with the subject of which it is 
predicated. 
’Phe Judge was discussing 
trusts and the people wanted to know 
how interstate commerce could lie pro 
teeted against restraints and monopo­ 
lies. 
The Republican party thought it 
could only be done by legislation, and 
passed the Sherm an act for that purpose, 
w hich was supplem ented by the legisla­ 
tion of the Fifty -eighth Congress. Judge 
P ark er thinks the common law affords a 
‘com plete’— note the word— ‘a complete 
legal rem edy .’ 
"P resident 
R oosevelt's 
reply 
th a t 
‘there is tk> common law of the United 
S tates’ m eans there is no common law of 
the United S tates th a t furnishes a com­ 
plete, or. I m ay add, even an incom ­ 
plete legal rem edy against restraints and 
monopolies. 
"Judge P a rk e r’s rejoinder to this was 
either intended to m islead the people or 
he does not know w hat the case to which 
he refers decides or w hat the rule of the 
common law is as to com binations in re­ 
stra int of trade. 
I prefer to think the 
latter is the correct ex planation. 
Cate Cited b y P a r k e r . 
"T he case to which he refers decide« 
sim ply th at as between parties who are 
threshing out their differences in a law ­ 
suit in the U nited States C ourt the rules 
of the common law will be applied by the 
U nited S tates C ourts, when a different 
rule has not been supplied by a United 
S tates statute, ami this is so though the 
m atter out of which 
the 
controversy 
arises relates to interstate commerce, as 
it alw ay s has been iu respect of other 
m atters. 
Specifically , the case decided 
th a t a telegraph com pany w as liable for 
dam ages 
for 
charging one new spaper 
more for furnishing dispatches than it 
charged another for the sam e service un­ 
der like circum stances. 
Judge P ark e r’s 
didactic utterance th at ‘Such is the law 
of th e land,’ w ith which he concludes the 
discussion of this point, is true, but no 
m ore relevant than if he had announced 
any other indisputable legal proposition. 
“The decision in the case to which he 
refers does not mean w hat it is intended 
th e people should think it m eans, namely , 
th a t the common law can prevent per­ 
sons from m aking com binations and mon­ 
opolies in restraint of interstate com­ 
m erce and th a t th e U nited S tates could 
proceed against them at common law’. 
“An agreem ent iu restra int of tra de is 
not and never w as unlaw ful at common 
law in any such sense as th at the agree­ 
m ent could be nullified by public author­ 
ity or th a t persons not parties to it could 
sustain an action against it for dam ages. 
I t takes sta tute law to confer such rem ­ 
edies, and th e President is clearly right 
in say ing ‘T here is no common law of 
th e United S tates’ for any such purpose. 
“ P arties to an agreem ent in restraint 
of trade cannot enforce them , as between 
them selves, at common law. 
R ut th a t is 
another q uestion. 
As this is not a legal 
argum ent I will not pursue the subject 
furth er. 
Those who are curious to fol­ 
low it out will find a most satisfactory 
discussion of the q uestion by the law 
lords of E ngland in the Mogul Steam ­ 
ship Company vs. M cGregor. 
Bowen, 
L. J., q uoting Ix >rd Crompton, in th at 
case states the proposition concisely in 
th is language: 
‘No action at common 
law will lie, or ever has lain, against 
any individual or individuals for entering 
into a contract merely because it is in 
restra int of tra de .’ 
Also, th at contracts 
iu restraint of trade are nex t illegal in 
any sense ex cept th a t the law will not 
enforce them .” 


Dem ocratic party denounces protection 
as robliery , and would wipe it out. 
T he D em ocratic platform attem pts to 
make an issue out of tariff revision, but 
when D em ocratic orators talk of tariff 
revision they mean destruction of pro­ 
tection. 
It is the protective principle 
w ith which they are a t war. 
T he R e­ 
publican party believes in real tariff re­ 
vision. 
Conditions change, and as they 
change the tariff needs modification to 
m eet the new conditions. 
T he Repub­ 
lican party would revise schedules, but 
still m aintain protection, while the Demo­ 
cratic party proposes not to revise sched­ 
ules but to abolish protection.

T he R epublican party has more th an 
once used effectively the argum ent, “ Let 
well enough alone.” 
T he D em ocratic 
•arty never had a chance to use it. 


T hey 
H av e S tr e n g th e n e d 
and 
I m ­ 
pro v ed U n d e r R e p u b lic a n P o lic ie s. 
T he sam e Republican policies which 
have strengthened the credit of the Uni 
ted S tates governm ent and caused its 
bonds to rise steadily in value have also 
prom oted the credit of States, m unicipal­ 
ities, 
school districts, etc., 
which can 
now issue bonds to far greater advant­ 
age than eight y ears ago, thus resultiu 
in great saving to tax pay ers. 
Owing to 
the increase in the general prosperity , 
savings have steadily accum ulated and 
have become invested largely in bonds 
issued by m unicipalities in furtherance 
of public im provem ents. 
E ig h t y ears ago, in D em ocratic times, 
m unicipalities and S tates found it even 
more difficult th an the general govern­ 
m ent to sell bonds ex cept a t great sacri­ 
fice, owing to the ex trem e depression in 
the investm ent m arkets. 
Public 
im ­ 
provem ents, therefore, had to w ait in­ 
definitely since the money for them could 
not be obtained, ex cept by ex cessive in­ 
crease in tax ation. 
The change, however, w ithin the last 
eight y ears from bad to good, as regards 
the credit of these local governm ents and 
th eir ability to borrow money for needed 
im provem ents, is an evil thing from the 
D em ocratic standpoint. 
In his speech to the D em ocratic edi­ 
tors at Rosem ount ou Septem ber 8, A l­ 
ton B. P ark er bewailed the “ex trava­ 
gance in Federal, S tate and municipal 
governm ents,” and dolefully noted: “The 
indebtedness of the m unicipal govern­ 
m ents is steadily piling up. ROND IS ­ 
SU E S A R E IN C R E A S IN G L Y 
F R E ­ 
Q U E N T , and the people have not the 
satisfaction, in many instances, of a full 
eq uivalent in 
im provem ents 
for 
the 
money ex pended.” 
T he appended table show s how 
in 
seven ty pical cities of the U nited States, 
about evenly distributed geographically , 
m unicipal credits have risen during the 
last eight y ears of Republican prosperity , 
and have made it possible for public im­ 
provem ents to be accomplished w ith dim­ 
inishing burden to tax pay ers. 
T he table 
com pares the basis on which these bonds 
were sold in 18i» 5 and 185)(5 w ith the 
basis on which they have been sold this 
y ear. 
(O f course the lower the basis 
the greater thp advantage to the muni­ 
cipalities in placing uew issues and the 
greater the advantage to investors who 
hold the original issues.)

P assing a g ang of soctiou hands at 
work near the station, the eng ineer on 
the express blew a long blast, follow ed 
by three short w histles. T he effect on 
the men, w ho w ere doing som e minor 
track work, w as alm ost m ag ical. The 
forem an g ave som e quick, sharp or 
tiers, tiie men jum ped fur the hand car 
on w hich they had brought their tools 
and them selves, and before the express 
w as out of sig h t Hie g ang w as pum p­ 
ing its w ay dow n the track in the di­ 
rection from w hich the train had just 
com e, 
“ M ust have been som ething the m at­ 
ter,” rem arked one of the group of men 
on the rear o f the train w hose atten­ 
tion had been attracted by the celerity 
w ith 
w hich 
t lie a en dropped their 
work. 
“ .Yes,” said his seat com panion; “ a 
lire dow n Hie road. The eng ineer saw 
it som ew here back there and told the 
g ang about it w ith that w h istle as he 
passed, lie has a regular code 
o f w h is­ 
tle sig nals that conveys alm ost any in­ 
form ation necessary to g ive when run­ 
ning . 
Now, that sig nal he just g ave 
them; one long and three short w h is­ 
tles, is a tire alarm anyw here, 
lie 
m ig ht be running a sw itcher in a yard 
and discover u fin* there. 
H e would 
g ive th at sig n al, and all the available 
yardm en 
w ould 
understand 
it 
and 
w ould g o to work to put that fire out. 
H e m ig ht be running au express and 
w hen passing throug h a tow n m ight 
discover a building on tire at night. 
H e would w ak e up every railroad man 
w ithin hearing by the sound of the 
alarm lie w ould w histle. There is som e­ 
thing 
sharp, 
perem ptory, 
startling , 
about that w h istle sig nal. 
“ T he eng ineers of the elevated in Now 
York som etim es see lires as they run 
by the third story w indow s of houses 
and 
arouse 
the 
neighborhood 
w ith 
their blasts. 
T he fire back on the road 
m ig ht be quite a larg e one or it m ig ht 
be a sm all one, but if the eng ineer 
thoug ht it needed atten tio n h e would 
notify th e next tra c k m a n he saw of 
it. and that man would g o after it. 
How do 1 know all this? 
I used to 
work on the road and know the sig ­ 
nals. as every railroad man does.” 
J u st then the conductor, who had 
m ade ids w ay to the rear of the car, 
reached for the bell rope and pulled it 
four tim es. 
From the eng ine w lp stle 
cam e tw o short blasts. 
W ithin tiie 
next few m inutes the party noticed 
that the train w as running more slo w ­ 
ly than it had been. 
“ T hat w as a sig nal to reduce speed,” 
said the ex-railroad man. 
“ T he con­ 
ductor is jointly responsible w ith tiie 
eng ineer for the safety of the train, 
and he evidently thoug ht the eng ineer 
w as trying to m ake up too much lost 
tim e. 
So he g ave him four pulls, w hich 
m ean ‘R educe speed,’ and the eng ineer 
g ave him tw o short w histles, which 
m ean ‘All R ig ht,’ althoug h in this case 
th ey probably stood for sw ear words, 
for this eng ineer is a fast runner and 
likes to yank 
the train 
along, fast 
enoug h to keep out o f his ow n w ay.” 
“ W here do they g et all these sig ­ 
nals? " asked the curious passeng er. 
“ Oh. they com e from years of e x­ 
perience.” said the old railroad man. 
“ T hey are practically the sam e all over 
th e country, althoug h som e roads have 
variations, just as railroad men have ex­ 
tra hand sig nals that are not recog niz­ 
ed by the roads, althoug h the men 
th em selves know them and use them 
rig ht along. 
T he eng ine w h istle is 
used for more sig nals than the bell roue 
or the hand. 
One short w h istle m eans 
apply brakes. 
It is a ljttle sig nal, like 
this,” and he drew on a piece or paper 
a short dash (-). 
T he paper seem ed a good method of 
show ing the relative leng th of tiie sig ­ 
nals, so he continued using it. 
“ Here 
they are in order,” ht* said, passing it 
for inspection. 
T hese are th e sig nals: 
t-> Apply brakes. 
( _ 
__) 
xw o 
long, 
release brakes. 
(............ ) F ive short, a sig nal to the flag ­ 
m an to g o back to protect tiie rear of 
the train. 
(---------------- ) Four long , a sig nal for 
flag m an to return from the w est or 
south. 
Four long and one 
short w histle, a sig nal for flag m an to 
return from the east or north. 
“ T hese sig nals are for the double 
track sections,” he explained. 
“ On the 
sections where there are four tracks 
these last tw o sig n als are preceded by 
one very long blast to bring iu the flug- 
rnan from tracks 3 and 4, the outside 
tracks, thus ( -------- ) sig nal for flagman 
to return from the east or north. 
“ (----------- ) Three long w histles w hen 
the train is running call attention to 
the fact that the train has parted. 
T his sig nal is often used on freig ht 
trains, for passeng ers seldom part, and 
is repeated until answ ered by the train­ 
men, either w ith hand or lamp sig nals, 
as it happens in the daylig ht or the 
darkness. 
“ (- -) T w o short sig n als w hen run­ 
ning are an answ er to any sig nal from 
the rear, except one on the parting of 
tin* train. 
“ T w o short and one long (- — 
) are 
an answ er to a sig nal concerning any­ 
thing uhead. 
They usiri to use the 
other sig nal of tw o short ones, and 
there’s a story in the reason for this 
chang e. 
“ T w o short w h istles used to be the 
answ er to any sig nal, w hether from 
t lie rear or ahead. 
B ut one day w hen 
a passeng er had to stop and send men 
; bead and to the rear to flag an np- 
I roaching train the man ahead saw a 
f eig ht com ing dow n the track, which 
ju st here had a curve th at shut out 
H e night of the freig ht from the eugi- 


neer o f the passeng er. 
The man w as 
just g etting busy w hen he heard tw o 
short w histles, the sig nal for his recall, 
and w ent back to his train. 
A s a m at 
ter of fact, those tw o w histles w ere 
tie* eng ineer’s absw er to the sig nal of 
the conductor, who had just pulled the 
bell rope, but the flag m an thoug ht them 
the answ er to his ow n sig nals and so 
w ent back to the train. 
A few m in­ 
utes later they had a reur end collision 
there. 
Then they m ade a chang e iu 
that sig nal for the brakem an ahead. 
“ W hen the train is startin g ,” he con­ 
tinued, “ the answ er to a sig nal from 
the conductor to back up is three short 
w h istles (- - 
“ Four short w h istles ( - - - - ) is a call 
from the eng ineer for the display of 
sig n als when he is approaching a to w ­ 
er or any place w here he m ay expect to 
see either a sem aphore or a hand sig 
nal and m ay not find it w aiting for 
him. 
“ W hen a train is carrying sig nals for 
a follow ing section -you know that 
w hen there is heavy travel trains run 
In sections, really separate trains sev­ 
eral m inutes apart—a g reen 
flag is 
show n on the front of the eng ine as a 
notification to sw itchm en and others 
that another train is com ing on the 
rig ht of w ay of the first train, and the 
eng ineer calls attention to the flag at 
Im portant points by w h istlin g one long 
and tw o short blasts (— - -). 
“ You are fam iliar enoug h, of course, 
w ith the hig hw ay sig nal, w h istles on 
approaching a crossing ( -------- -). tw o 
long and tw o short, and on approach­ 
ing a station, a junction or such an­ 
other point4 on the road there is the fa­ 
m iliar one long toot (-------- >. 
“ W hen 
the 
eng ineer 
sees 
dang er 
ahead he g ives ten short and sharp sig ­ 
nals ( ...........................) to call the attention 
o f the train crew to the necessity for 
being alert and ready for any em er­ 
g ency. The fire alarm , as I told you, is 
one long and three short blasts when 
passing a section forem an or any one 
else w hose duty it m ay be to w atch the 
road. 
“ E ver w atch a brakem an on a freig ht 
train m aking up a train in the yard? 
E ver notice how he does it all w ith a 
sw eep of his arm, a tw istin g of liis fin­ 
g ers, ahd how the train stops, starts or 
m oves ahead fast or slow , just as he 
w ig g les those fing ers? H e never opens 
his mouth to shout to the eng ineer or 
anythin g like that, ju st does it all by 
m erely m oving his arm. hand and fin­ 
g ers, and y et he has perfect control of 
the train all the tim e. It is really w on­ 
derful. And it is nil done w ith a com ­ 
paratively few sig nals at that. 
“ A vertical sig nal m eans ‘Go ahead;’ 
a m otion at rig ht ang les to the track 
is ‘Stop.’ 
W aving tlie hand in a sm all 
circle m eans ‘Rack up;’ a larg e circle 
at arm ’s leng th i s ‘Train parted.’ W hen 
coupling up a slow , steady circle is 
used—you’ve seen it m any a tim e and 
you m ay have noticed that the m om en­ 
tum of the train increases or decreases 
according to the am ount of energ y that 
enters into the sig nal. 
In other words, 
a hurry up sig nal Is g iven quickly and 
im patiently; a slow and cautious ap­ 
proach sig nal is show n in slow and 
easy m ovem ents o f the fingers and 
hands. 
M uch is expressed in the w ay 
the sig nal is g iven. 
There are lots of 
little sig n als w hich the men use and 
fiud good, but w hich the railroads that 
issu e lists of sig nals to their m en d > 
not officially recog nize. 
“ And there are as many sig nals for 
the bell cord, w hich is no long er a bell 
cord, for w e use a w h istle now in our 
eng ines. 
One pull of the cord w hen 
the train is standing m eans ‘Apply 
brakes,’ and the eng ineer applies them , 
you 
bet. 
T w o pull« w hen starting 
m ean ‘R elease brakes;’ tw o w hen run­ 
ning m ean ‘Stop at once,’ and when 
the eng ineer g ets that the passeng ers 
stand on their heads m ost g enerally, al­ 
thoug h the eng ineer Can do anything 
he cares to w ith the air brake. 
Three 
pulls w hen the train is running mean 
‘Stop at th e next station;’ four when 
running stand for ‘Reduce speed;’ four 
pulls w hen standing are ‘Call in flag­ 
m an;’ five pulls m ean ‘Increase steam 
heat’ w hen the train is not 
warm 
enoug h in the w inter, and six mean 
‘Increase speed.’ 
It is all easy w hen 
you understand it. 
Steam boat men 
have their code of w histle sig nals, too, 
and can tell ju st as w ell as if they were 
speaking w hat the skippers of other 
boats intend to do or w hat sort of 
boats th ey have near them In a fog . 
For instance, a tug w ith a tow of 
barg es can w h istle so that every skip­ 
per w ithin hearing distance w ill un­ 
derstand w hat the tug is, w here it 
is and w here it is g oing and w ill 
w atch out for it according ly. 
It is 
really w onderful the m anner in which 
w h istles can be m ade to talk.” —Provi­ 
dence J ournal.

brow* and oval crow n the outw ard and 
visible sig n s of g enius. H is eyes, sm all, 
black and sunken In their sockets, were 
surm ounted by bushy eyebrow s, per­ 
fectly black and straig ht. A nose short 
and retrousse, a com plexion ashy pule 
rather than sallow and chin strong ly 
m arked m ade up.a countenance which 
In repose w as w ell nigh repulsive. At 
intervals w hen som e brilliant or cynic­ 
al thoug ht struck him it w ould lig ht 
up, but these intervals occurred rare 
ly, because In society he w as habitu 
ally taciturn, taking no part and ap­ 
parently little interest in the general 
conversation w hich w ent on around 
him. 
If, how ever, anything w as 
said 
w hich appeared to him to present an 
opening for a clever or cutting remark 
he rarely failed to take advantag e of 
it, aud the effect on th e com pany w as 
telling . 
H e never ate except once In 
the tw enty-four hours, and his meal 
was In consequence enormous.”

Mrs. Beyers, who was one of the social 
leaders of Edgewater, was on her way 
to Chicago on a shopping errand. She 
was accompanied by her sister, and the 
two were hurrying to catch a suburban 
train. 
As Mrs. Beyers stepped upon 
the track she noticed a north-bound 
train and stepped from the rails 
rectiy in front of a south-bound 
gine.

The financial difficulty is the result 
of ex tensive Improvements made this 
ar. 
All the money 
available was 
used and the appropriations were thou­ 
sands of dollars beyond the 
tax levy. 
Many blocks of pavements and several 
sewer systems were installed. Outside 
of these public improvement« several 
others were stopped because of the 
cost. The office of health commission­ 
er was abolished and several minor 
officers' salaries were reduced.
